The  fight 
its  horrible^  and  the  whole  vcllel  prefcnted  a 
tiSt-acle  as  dreadful  to  the  {"eelings  as  mortifying  to 
jman  pride.

and  run  off  to  lea.  At  noon,  they  fpoke  with  a 
brig  bound  to  Dublin,  ami  havi  .  >  pit  their  pilot 
on  bo.rrd  her,  bore  do^. n  Channel  unmedi?acly.  At 
eight  in  the  evening,  ths  .^inJ  freiheriiiig  and  coni- 
irvg  trvthe  Southward,  ihcy  rcef^rd  fuch  fails  zs,  \v:r\, 
judged  .nficv-fldry.

i^fards  the  fes;  and  it  this  cmer^eucy,  when  the. 
wcxt  moment  might  b«c  ctuirged  with  his  la'tc,  he 
Jciermined  to  ieizQ  the  prefcnt,  and  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  the  crew,  and  the  foldiers,  whowere  now 
{^uitiijij^  tiie  fhip  in  nurnbtTs,  raid  making  their 
way  to  a  ihore,  U  which  they  knew  act  yet  the 
lorrors. 

Mr.  Merlton  difcovered  a  {p3r,  v,hich  nppeared 
to  be  laid  from  the  flnp's  lidc  to  thf  rocks,  and.  on. 
this  fpar  he  determined  to  at'empt  1  fctipe. 

He  accordingly  laid  him  down  on  ^t,  and  thruft 
hioifelf  forward,  but  he  fo on  found  the  fpar  had  no 
communication  with  the  rock,  he  reached  the  end 
ofitj  apd  then  {lipped  off,  receiving  a  A^ery  vioient 
bruife  in  his  fail,  and  before  he  could  recover  his 
legs,  he  was  wafljed  oxi  by  the  furj-re,  in  whi^  h  he 
fuppprted  himfelf  by  fwinuiiinii^,  till  the  returning 
W?*ve  dallied  him  againft  the  back  part  of  the  cavern^ 
Tvhtre  he  laid  hold  of  a  Tmail  projtftlng  piece  of  the 
rock,  but  \^as  fo  benumbed,  that  he  was  on  the  poiiit 
of  quitting  it,  when  a  feaman  who  had  already 
gained  a  footing,  extended  his  hand,  and  iifBfted 
him  till  he  tould  fecuie  himfelf  on  a  little  f]  eif  ot 
the  rock,  from  which  he  clambered  flill  higher, 
till  he  was  out  of  the  reacl;  of  the  furf,. 

Mr.  Rogers  the  third  mate,  remained  with  the 
Captain,  arid  the  unfortunate  ladies,  e  nd  their  cocn- 
paaicns,  near  20  minutes  after  Mr.  Meriton  had 
4juittcd  the  fhip. 

At  this  tim.e  the  fea  as  breaking  in  at  the  fore 
part  of  the  fhip,  and  reached  as  far  as  the  main- 
maft,  and  Captain  Pierce  gave  Mi' Rogers  a  iiod, 
and  they  took  a  lamp,  and  went  together  into  the 
(tern  gallery,  2nd  after  \iewing  the  rocks  for  fbme 
time,  Captain  Pierce  afked  Mr.  Rogers,  if  he 
thought  there  \\as  any  pcflibility  of  favipg  the  girls,

to  whkh  he  replied^  he  feared  there  was  not,  fdl 
rhey  could  only  dilcovfer  the  bl?.ck  face  of  the 
pcroicular  rock,  and  net  the  ti^v^rn  which  afibrd 
ed  (hther  to,  t^  ofe  who  escaped;  ti-ey  then  return* 
ed  to  the  round-hoii^e,  hmi  Mr,  Ro[;ers  hung  nj 
the  Inmp.  ?nd,(>.ptain  Pierce,  with  his  great  coa 
on\  hit  down  between  his  two  dr^jehters,  and  ftrug- 
gicd  to  iupprcfs  tl:e  parental  te<.r  which  then  bur  "i  , 
into  his  eye.  . 

Tht  fea  continuing  to  brerik  in  very  fr.fl,  Mr  , 
Tv^Marras^  ;i  midlhipir.an,  and  Prlr.  8c!aitz,  apalTeaj  : 
ger,  aCc  d  Mr.  Rogers  what  they  coi?ld  do  to  efcapV^J^ 
who  replied,     follow  me/'  and  they  then  all  went 
into  the  ftern  galkry,  and  from  thence  by  the  wea. 
ther  upper  cjuarter  gallery  upon  the  poop,  and, 
whilft  they  were  there  a  very  heavy  fea  fell  on  board, i.^ 
and  the  round-houfe  g-ave  way,  and  'he  heard  the  -j^, 
ladies  Hiriek  at  intervals,  as  if  the  water  had  reacbi 
cd  them,  the  nbife  of  the  lea  at  other  tiniCS  drown^ 
ing  their  voices.  %  — 

fvlr.  Brinier  had  followed  [/Ir.  Koger^-  to  the  poop^ 
where  they  had  regained  together  abcut  five  mi'*- 
nutc^j  when  on  the  coming  on  of  the  lail  mention. 
td  U^^  they  jointly  ftizedu  hen»cup,  and  the  Tam^ 
wave  which  he  apprehended  proved  fatal  to  fcrnd 
cf  thofc  who  remained  bciow,  happily  carried  hin^ 
end  his  companion  to  the  rock,  on  which  they  wen 
daOic  nitij  fuch  violence  as  to  be  mifer ibiy  bruife/i 
and  hurt. 

Mr.  Rogers  and  Mr.  Brimer  both  however  reacl^  i 
ed  the  cavern,^  and  fcrambled  up  the  rock;  on  na^ 
row  llu'ives  of  which  they  fixed  themfdves,  Mr.  Kq 
ger3  got  fo  near  to  his  friend ^^r.  Meriton  as  to  c% 
ch'^ngc  congratulations  wita  bim,  but  he  was  prd 
vented  from  joining  him  lyr  at  leaft  20  men  whi 
were  between  them,  neither  of  whom  couW  mow 
without  Immediate  peril  of  bis  life^  '*

They  now  found  that  a  ver)^  confideraMe  niiniher 
f  the  crew,  feamtn,  foldiers,  ami  fome  petty  <  f - 
icers  were  in  the  (lime  fituation  with  themfeiv

iilrels  was  lamentably  diftinguifhable,  announced 
le  dreadful  eataftrophe;  in  a  few  moments  ail  was 
ulliedj  except  the  warring  winds,  and  heayngwaves; 
ic  wreck  was  buried  In  the  remorfelefs  deep,  and 
ct  ;in  atom  of  her  was  ever  after  difcovcrable, 
"^Thtis  periJJjfd  the  HalfiwrlL 
What  an  agrivation  .of  woe  was  this  dreadful, 
lis  tremendous  blow,  to         yet  trenjbling,  and 
rarcely  half  faved  wretched.,  who  were  hanging  a- 
out  the  fides  of  the  horrid  cavern. 
After  the  bittereft  three  hours  which  mlfery  ever 
ngthened  into  ages,  the  day  broke  on  them;  they 
ow  found  that  had  the  country  been  alarmed  by 
It  guns  of  diftrefs  which  they  had  continued  to 
re  for  many  hours  before  the  fl:ip  flruck,  but 
hich  from  the  violence  of  the  fiorm  were  unheard, 
ley  could  neither  be  cbferved  by  the  people  from 
)ove,  as  they  were  completely  ingulphed  in  the  ca- 
srn,  and  over-hung  by  the  ciifF,  nor  did  any  part 
'  the  wreck  remain  to  point  out  their  probable  place 
■refuge;  below^  no  boat  could  live  to  fesrch  them 
it,  and  had  it  been  poffible  to  have  acquainted
